Tho principal vessels have, of 
course, been launched from the royal 
dockyards, from which eight vessels of 
68 ,100 tons were floated, as compared 
with eight vessels of 22,520 tons in tho 
previous year. 
Tho vessels launched for 
tho navy in 1891 include three immense 
battle ships of 14,150 tons, having twin 
engines to give them a speed of 17 ^2 
knots. 
They will each have four 67 -ton gnus, 
wnich can easily penetrate twenty-two 
inches of armor. 
These shixis cost £ 8 50,- 
000 each. 
There were also three first 
class cruisers of about 7 ,500 tons, to 
steam about twenty knots an hour. 
They will each have two 22-ton guns. 
These crnisers will cost £ 8 7 0,hOO each. 
The other vessels were small, high siieed 
cruisers, each costing about £ *180,000, 
They will travel twenty knots an hour, 
and are made to keep at sea for long 
periods on foreign stations.—Mechanical
